I believe the original patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by 
reason of claiming less than I had a right to claim for the following reasons. 

I did not appreciate the fact that the inventive combination is applicable not 
only to a device for sensing an image, but more broadly to a device for sensing a 
light. Thus, while claims were prosecuted directed to an image sensor, I failed to 
present any such claims directed to the inventive combination for sensing a Ught. 
This error is corrected by the presentation of amended claims 1-14, which recite 
a device for sensing a light. Further, I did not appreciate the limiting nature of 
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defining the semiconductor layer as being a semi-amorphous structure. 
Accordingly, this error has been corrected by deleting reference to semi-amorphous 
in claim 1. 



The above errors all arose without any deceptive intention.
